Glass Beads You | 
See On The Highway 


TALLAHASSEE—The state of 
Florida recently purchased 400,000 
pounds of tiny, reflective . glass 
beads to increase traffic safety. 

The State Road Department or- 
dered the microscopic pellets from 
the Cataphote Corporation of To- 
ledo, Ohio and Jackson, Miss‘ for 
traffic line paint on Florida high- 
ways. The beads are combined with 
paint or plastic and are used tor 
center or shoulder guide lines and 
for making pedestrian crossing 
boundaries. They are particularly 
effective at night, in fog, and in 
rain. 

Engineers have found that 100 
pounds of beads will reflectorize 


| one stripe for one mile of highway, 


with 300 pounds required for both 
shoulders and the center. At 3u0 
pounds per mile, the recent order 


| wil provide more than 1300 niles 


of highway with three stripes. 

Tests have proven that such 
narkings effect notable peduz- 
tions iœ. head-on collisions, side
